Concerning their deliverance, we 'find in the ſecond of Exod; 
23. that theſe people under this opprefſion- ſighed and cried unto 
God, and that preſently upon this God heard the cries and: groan» 
ings of his people, and remembred hu Covenant with Abraham, Iſaac; 
and facob, and looked upon the children of Iſrael, and had reſpeft unto 
them, as it is Written in the 23,24 25, Verſes of that Chapter. 

If ſeems this people made heavy complaint before the Lord in this 
time of their afflition and ſervitude, upon which ' God hears them; 
and begins to provide for their deliverance. 71 

To bring about which, the Lord ſends IMoſfes and efaron firſt 
unto the people to comfort them, and gives them hopes (forall 
their deliverance was not to be wrought in one day) whom when 
the people ſaw, and heard the words of the Lord concerning them, 
they believed, bowing down their heads, and worſhipped. 

In the next place /Ze/es and Aaron are lent unto Pharaoh to de- 


mand their liberty, he anſwers -them ronghly, and utterly de- 


nies what they came about. Upon this God takes Pharaoh in hand, 
and all his Counſellors, Princes, and people, and viſited them arid 
their land with fearful-plagues and judgements ; of which we have a 
large Hiſtory, Ex04.7,8,9, and 10. Chapters. 

Pharoah ſeeing himſelf too weak to deal by great hand with God, 


ſent cunningly to Moſes and Aaron to treat with them, 'and coun. 


terfeited a willingneſs to let the people go, upon ſome (as he 
thought) ſafe propoſitions, 7 Wil (ſaid heto Moſes ) let you goto 


ſacrifice-to your G od in the Wilderneſs, "only you. ſhall not go very far. 


Note this, that Pharach would have had them. within.call again, 
Bur all theſe fair words and treaties were nothing elſe but Pha-

ment, and danger which he was in, and feared; for when that was 
over he hardned his heart again, and plainly thewed that he did but 
deal deceirfully, and like a Politician with them in all his rreaties and 
offers which he made to them. Well, God ſuft:rs him to run on 
thus for a time, untill he had ſufficiently declared his ob/t5nacy, and 
Gods /enity to all che world; and then preſently comes his downfal, 
and their »/prifing, or deliverance. 1 

And thus I come bo ſpeak briefly of the way or manner of their 


deliverance, {| 
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. every thing according to their fancies, fall ro murmur againſt God, 
| C 
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FS deliverance, which was after this manner ; to wit, It was wrought 


out with a ftrong hand, and a ſtretch'd ont arm. Exod.6.6, 

At firſt their liberty and deliverance was fairly and mildly propo- 
fed by Moſes unto Pharaob, as Exod.5.1.And if Pharashbad then 
a5 wiſely hearkened unto him, without queſtion all had been ended 
very well, Egypt had not groan'd under thoſe grievous Judgements, 
nor Pharaoh come to that untimely end. 

But all meſſages and propoſals forthe peoples freedom, being either 
totally reje&ed,or eiſe but craftily and cunningly aſſerted, or heark- 
ned unto by Pharavh:God, who will not be mocked,or baffled by the 
sreateſt King of them all, at laſt brings our his people from under 
the clucches of this Tyrant by force,wich a ſtrong hand,andaſtretch'c 
out arm, ruining Pharaoh and his Hoſt in che red Sea, and bring-- 
ing the children of 1/-ae/ lafe to land. 

And thus, he that thought co deal ſo wiſely, brings himſelf at laſt Pharos, 
codie like a fool, proved to be a plague to his people, a ruiner of his $x9-1-19- 
Country, a deſtroyer of himſelf; and indeed the wiſe dealing (as 
they think ) of Tyrants, commonly ends thus. 

Thus having ſpoken of their ſ{avi/h condition and happy deliverance; 
Icome in the next place to ſpeak of their Carriage, or rather miſ- 
carriage towards (50d their Saviour, 

The particulars of their carriage towards God are ſet down in 
this 106.P/alm : we ſhall give a ſhort or brief account of them. h

A fixth Sixthly,It is charged upon them as ver.34. That they aid not deſtroy - 


charge®» the Nations, concerning Whom the Lord commanded them.. It \(cems, 
thac when the Lord had delivered their enemies into their hands, 


they executed .notthar Juſtice and Judgement ,upon them which 


their wickedneſs deſerved, and Gods Juſtice required ; bur in 
Kead of this, they rather began to accord;to ſhake-hands with them, 
and this God took very illfrom them; 


Afﬀvemp  Seventhly, Ir is charged upon them, ver/. 24. That they deſpiſed - 


charge, the pleaſant Land. How was that ? -were they not willing to have 
entred into.it ? No ſure, this was not ir, they were willing enopgh 
torhave entred into, and to have enjoycd thac pleaſant Land. How 
chen did they deſpiſe the pleaſant Land? Why, the Plalmiſt tells you 
how in the immediat following words; They believed not is Word: 
That is, When God had brought them co the very borders - the

fore that ſufficient experience of Gods providence, and dealings 
with them, which might have made them hardy, to have ſet upon 
any adventure; yet theſe people of little courage, and leſs Faith, 
when they come to the very door of entrance, they ſtumble at the 
threſpold, and will by all means fall backwards, as A/zmb. 14. Some 
of thoſe that went to ſpie the Land, being both men of Belial, 
and baſe degenerate ſpirits, theſe diſ-hearten all the reſt, and tell 
them what an impoſſible thing ir is for them to maſter and ſnbdue 
that Land and People. Why ? there (ſay they) the Cities are 

walled. there we ſaw the Gyants,the ſons of eLxak, and we were in yy, c1. 
our own ſight but as Graſvoppers, and ſo we were in their ſight, 33. 

And: thus with ſuch like reports and' rumors as theſe, did thoſe 

faithleſs, and faint- hearted men fillthe ears of theſe' fooliſh and too 
credulous-people. 

Upon this the people, (not believing the Word of God, and 
not conſidering. what he: had\done, and: what he was able to do for 
them till) chey deſpiſe the pleaſant Land, thiar is, they are not ſo— 
much #nwilling, as affraid to enter, and therefore take counſel co A brave 
-chuſe anew Captain, and-away for Egypt again, Numb. 14.4: They: teſolurion. 
were ſo faithleſs and faine-hearted, that: chey would: rather offer 
themſelves'to ſubmit again tothe Zgyprians, their conquer'd/Ene- 
mies , then venture upon the means for the obtaining of thisplea» 
ſant Land, though God had ſo open'd, unhedg'd, and trod the way 
ſo plain before them. | 

Thus you have ſeen the condition, the deliverance, and the carri- 
age of the 1/raelites briefly. ſtated ; their: condition youtiave' ſeen 
was laviſh, their deliverance gloriozs, their carriage rebellious. 

And this -leads me to ſpeak a word'or two of their judgements: 

God cannot always abide to ſee himſelf lighted , chough he's 
ſlow, yet he's /are in puniſhing.

T heir (arkaſes were to fall in the Wilderneſs , that is, none of them 
were to enter into that pleaſant Land which they had ſo unworthi- 
ly deſpiſed. 


And thus I might go thorow all their ſeveral miſcarriages and- 


judgements, but their judgements in general for their many miſ. 
carriages are ſet down in Pſal106. ver/.40, 41, 42. | 
And thus you have had preſented ro you a brief account; as con-

Secondly, Their deliverance was much oppoſed, was not ours fo 2 
was not all done that the Arm of Fleſh,the art of man could poſlibly 
bring about to haye kept us ſtill in Egypr ? 

Thirdly, Their deliverance was wrought by the ſtrong hand, and 
Rretcht out arm of God, was not ours ſo gaized? and is it nor ſtill 
ſo guarded? O! conſider, what great thing hath been formerly, or 
is now every day done in relation to the perfeition, and protetion 
of our freedom and deliverance ; but it muſt needs be confeſt by us, 
and ther's reaſon enough why it may be acknowledged by all, that 
the finger of the Lord bath done, doth do this. 

Was it not the hand of God that ſmote lately that great and 
proud Army of the Scots at Preſfon in our own Land? Was it not 
the ſame hand that gave the like defeat co them again at Dw»bar in 
their own Country ? Yea ſure, or elſe the feeble hands of ſuch a few, 
and deſpiſed people could never have fought out ſuch a viRory. 

But ſome will ſay, 

Do you call this deliverance ? are we not in great ſlavery ſtill ? 
do we not lye under ſuch and ſuch taxes, and payments,which almoſt 
rake away the half of our Eſtates ? | 

To this I ſay, that for one that hath been an Enemy to this cauſe 
of God arid his peoples, now on foot in this Land; I fay, for ſucha 
one to ObjeR ſo, and murmur and cry out againſt what is now a&ed 
and carried on by that great and Honorable Aſſembly of our Land, 
this is no wonder if ſuch labour and endeavour to beſpot all the ai- 
ons and wayes of our Noble Senators, with all che myre and dirt 
they are*able co throw ar them ; But for any that profeſs them- 
ſelves friends, to Obj-t and murmur, or rail thus againſt chem, is 
much to be admired. |

He hath /aved us as he did them, but he hath not plagued us as he did 
them ; though we have made our ſelves equal with them in fin, yer 
God hath not made ns ever with then in luffering. 

And now, O Ewgland ! what doth the Lord thy God require of 
thee ?-why, Pracurrat. penitentia, ne currat ſententia.
